However I entertain no grievance, but rather express the hope that the 
leadership of the Republican party in Californa shall hereafter be ant- 
mated and controlled by the principle that the people, and they alone, 


must make the party nominations. 


Under the’ conditions recited, it hag been found impracticable to con- 
duct a thorough and effective campaign, and, therefore, with the acquies- 
cence of the committee who filed the petition for my nomination, and 
believing it to be for the interest of the Republican party, I withdraw my 
candidacy. Furthermore, I hereby tender my heartiest support and best 
efforts to bring about the nomination and election of Willis H. Bootn

KEPT 
FORTUNE BANK VAULT. 


FTER a trip across the con- 
tinent to receive her share of 
the estate of her uncle, the 

late Hadwin Kerns, Civil War veteran, 
miner, real estate man and at one 
time rated a millionaire, Mrs. A. T. 
Blush of Monessen, Pa., who is stay- 
ing at the Stowell with her hus- 
band, has foun the affairs of her 
deceased uncle so tangled that she 
says she will today invoke the aid 
of the United States District Attor- 
ney in straightening them out. 

Mr. Kerns died April 12, last, at 
the local Soldiers’ Home, whither he 
had gone a few months earlier to 
pass his last days in the companion- 
ship of friends of his youth. Mrs. 
Blush and a sister, who also lives 
in the East, had long known that 
they would be joint heirs to his es- 
tate, and when word was received 
of his death they instructed officials 
at the Home to ship all his belong- 
ings to them. 

In response they received a trunk 
containing some clothes, receipts, 
letters, a nickel watch and a piece 
of leather on which was stamped 
the imprint of a key to a safety- 
deposit box. On the back of one 
of the letters was written a note to 
the effect that the will and other 
valuables are in a safety-deposit box 
in a Los Angeles bank. 

Mrs. Blush’s attorney wrote offi- 
clals of the bank for information 
about the contents. She was not 
satisfied with the answer, which said 
that her uncle never had a box at 
the bank, and so she came out to 
investigate for herself, arriving eight 
days ago with a receipt show that 
her uncle had rented the box from 
October 18, 1914, to October 18, 
1915. 

“The officials of the bank told 
me,” said she last night, “that my 
uncle cancelled his lease more than 
a month before it matured. This 
seemed strange, as he was more or 
less of a miser and never gave up 
anything until he had to. I went 
out to the Soldiers’ Home and found 
that another bank had been made 
executor of the will.

I would, and of course I get 
so much per for expense money be- 
sides the regular schedule of names. 
If he insists on meeting and talk- 
ing to the league we let him go 
ahead. We can always get up a 
meeting when we have té and we 
make the candidate pay for the hall. 
Honestly, Bill, I don't see how some 
of these politicians stand for the 
rough work some of these fellows 
put across. I aim to deliver the 
goods myself, but there’s ginks here 
pulling down $5 and $10 a day that 
are not even sure of their own vote. 

If you were here Bill, and are still 
able to put up a fair game of talk 
we could run a nice, refined business 
and get all the money there is in 
the country.

F WE will make an honest en 
_deavor to realize the Monroe 


doctrine in its full scope, and if 


we will seek to interpret Pan-Amer- 


icanism in its trde modern light, 


three services of immense impor 
tance—indeed, 


of transcendent im- 
portance—can be performed for the 


welfare of the people of one hemis- 
phere—our hemisphere. 


Those services have impressed me. 


as a great triangle of benefits, at- 


tainable perhaps at the cost of some 
of our prejudices and some of our 
wealth, yet enormously outweighing 
in their gains whatever we might be 
called upon to give in excliange. It 
lies well within the scope of a wise, 
far-sighted concept of Pan-Amer 
icanism to utilize, for the prevention. 
of future conflicts between all. the 
republics of this hemisphere, the 
machinery of control made possible 
by the mediation, between the Unit-_ 
ed States and Mexico, of ‘the A.B.C. 


countries. ‘It is entirely true that 


calm reason and moral force, effec- 
tive as they can be, and have been, 


in restraining-. people from war, 


may not always be able in the end 
to compel peace and neighboriliness 
upon a nation suffering from its in- 
ternal disorders. But the principle 
of a common mediation offered to 
any one people, which underlay. the 
friendly, kindly A.B.C. mediation, of 
the recent past, is available for. the 
future. The responsibility for mak- 


_ing the initiative therein must con- 
tinue to rest largely upon the United 


States, not merely because ft was 
this country which set the original, 
invaluable precedent of acceptance 
of the mediation, but because we 
have deliberately accepted that re 
sponsibility by making the Monroe 
doctrine the corner-stone of our for- 
eign policy. It is important to re- 
cord, in this connection, that the 

of joint intervention in this 
hemisphere by the nations of this 
hemisphere alone, made by me Jan- 
vary 9, 1913, fifteen months prior to 
the proffer of mediation by Argen- 
tina, Brazil and Chile, received prac 
tically unanimous indorsement by 
over 300 papers of Latin America.

If, 
in an endeavor to make impossible 
any future quarrel with Great Brit- 
ain, this country should seek to elim- 


4nate a materia) factor for the pros- 


ecution of the quarrel, surely the 
proposal will deserve to be received 
in no unfriendly spirit. That it 
would be our duty to ourselves to 
retain those islands which are so 
many keys to our security must be 
apparent. But we would be acquit- 
ted of desire for ent it 
we should, by gift of the Guianas, 
aid in the reconstitution of that 
statesmanlike project of Bolivar— 
the confederation into a New Gran- 
ada of Venezuela, Colombia and Ec- 
uador and, by the return to Argen- 
tina of the Falkland Islands, make 
Pan-America waters genuinely neu- 
tral. This plan for strengthening 
the map of Latin America is fully 
elaborated in my “Modernizing the 
Monroe Doctrine.” 

If, to erect the .westerly side of 
this triangle for peace, we would

that our Monroe doctrine cannot be 
one-sided and effective, if we will 
comprehend that Asia has a right 


to such a doctrine of its own fully 


equal to ours, we could end, out-of- 
hand, the danger of war from be 
yond the Pacific. The Monroe doc 
trine ig not unilateral. When it 
bids other nations mind their own 
business it lays upon us a similar 
duty with respect to their affairs, 
Telieving wus, ly and. wisely, 
from any office towards China other 
than the simple assertion of our 
rights under the “most favored” na- 
tion clause of our treaties. And if 
we could trade our heavy burden of 
the Philippines for the European 
possessions to the south of us plus 
our emancipation of the Panama 
Canal from the crippling and dan- 
gerous limftations held by Great 
Britain and accepted by us under 
the monumental mistake of the Hay- 
Paunceforte: treaty — would we not 
achieve for all the Americas that 


freedom from extraneous interfer- 


ence which nas been the goal of our 
Monroe doctrine for the past hun- 


dred years.
